Tlii' .result is ii more 
thorough system of precautions 
against its spread than we have had 
before,'ns well as against its I icing 
retained tor use next year. To the 
latter end bedding, and in many eases 
I mild mgs, which i nuld not lie etlcc- 
ti Vely " disinfect ei I, Imve heetl burnt, 
the owners being reimbursed by the' 
government for their loss..

subjected to unnecessary delay and 
possible injury, ft would be an easy 
nail ter to fumigate t he comparat ively 
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small amount of im.it ti‘r coining from 
inflated towns, and that would protect 
the rest of the State as well as the 
world at large, Imt t he handling of t lie 
whole mail from the Slate is a lug 
linden a king and can pot he cfTect iv cly 
done without much delay, besides 
being totally useless if proper precau¬ 
tions have prev iously been taken at 
carb infeel ed place. \. small illusl ra¬ 
tion of llieelYeet on business is a Horded 
by a letter sent from this' office: A 
large job liad come in, tor which » 
special supply of paper was wanted as 
soon as possible, An order was mailed • 
at l.ougvvood onSatmdav, Viigusf II , 
wliicli should have reached Host on on 
Tuesday, Nth. in ample ,time Io seihl 
the papef by Thursday’s steamer to 
Savannah.
